DeSoto  is  a small  town  on  the 
M.  & O.  R.  R.  containing  not  more 
than  200  to  300  people.  It  haa  been 
noted  for  pistol  shooting,  gambling, 
profane  swearing,  fighting,  drunk- 
enness, and  midnight  blackness  in 
the  cot  very  remote  past.  It  has 
some  as  true  men  and  women  as 
ever  lived, ’and  these  arose,  united 
their  forces  and  marched  in  their 
righteous  indignation  against  crime 
and  lawlessness. 

In  the  wake  of  this  revolution, 
which  was  begun  some  time  ago,  1 
began  a series  of  revival  meetings 
on  the  18ih,  and  continued  to  the 
25th  of  March.
